3 oe control committee (membership Dr. eet ‘Dr. Norris “as UGPD, ‘Dr. ‘Misra 
as GPD, Prof. Shin as director of labs, Dr. Eddy as Co Op director) (a) rent 
two multiwriter 4 for $175/month and modem cost. (b) go to a stand above - 
system for .$25.k.. The dean has agreed to seriously consider a stand alone 
system provided we also cost and consider a change to a traditional lab setup. 
Prof. Shin is investigating the possibilities and will report at the end of 
August to a full departmental meeting. One multiwriter is being ordered to 
cover immediate problems. 


2. Reports instead of Computer exams 
It was decided to require reports (worth 30% total mark) in addition 


to computer tests (70%) for Physics 293 and 294. A special demonstrator © 
will be available three times a week for two hour lab periods and will mark 
the reports. The reports will be tionitored’ by Prof. Shin. The dean agreed 
that the demonstrator (Mr. Kahrizi has been recommended for the post) will 
be hired as a part-time faculty member and thus will not be paid out of the 
TA budget for the department. 


3. New Technician 

Although the number of permanent technicians is frozen, we will effectively 
add one technician by combining a number of jobs (control room, stock room, 
clean up etc.) into a temporary full time position. Mr. R.S. Hudson will 
take this position. The dean has promised that if a technician post becomes 
vacant through resignation etc. he will attempt to have the post transferred 
to Physics so that Mr. Hudson's position would become permanent. 


4. Full time Replacement 1983/84 


Dr. Meir Danino presently at Purdue University has been recommended to 
the dean to replace Dr. Sood (Dr. Charlton) starting Aug. 1, 1983. He will 
be here until July 1, 1984.
